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CHAPTER IX. 

Tracking Deer. 

The climax of satisfaction as well aa of skill la reached In 
tracking up and bagging a deer. And thla reaolvea Itself Into 
two chases, generleully the tame, but specifically eo different as 
to require separate treatment, namely, tracking on snow and on 
hare ground And first we will try the snow, as It Is the easiest 
To follow a deer's track on a little snow Is so almple a matter 
that almost any one who baa any gumption at all can do It with¬ 
out any special practice; but two very natural mistakes are apt 
to be made by the tyro when he first hunts upon snow; first, that 
a fresh trail la to be followed as a matter of course, and second 
that he Is to follow directly upon it. ' 

The advantage of snow f„r hunting lies not alone in making 
It easy to tag along after a deer until you come up with Lira, but 
much more In softening and deadening the noise of your feet in 
maklug a background upon which you can the more easily Bee 
your game, and In enabling you to speedily ascertain the num¬ 
ber of deer ubout, the direction they have taken, and the time 
that has elapsed since they passed. You are by no means to fol¬ 
low tracks aa a matter of course; for to do so Is folly quite as 
often as It Is wisdom. An old buck In running time will often 
lead you a long, tedious and fruitless tramp. If the tracks con¬ 
sist of Jumps or half jumps, or half trot and walk, with places 
here and there where the deer have stopped and turned 
around or sidewise,- It shows that they are alarmed and 
It will be almost useless to follow them, except as here¬ 
after directed. If the deer are very much bunted they 

will be no likely to watch their back track, even when lying 
down, that It probably will not pay you to bother with 
tracks unless the ground Is such that you can semi-circle the 
trail to advantage, as hereafter described. Where the ground Is 
yery brushy or quite level, It will rarely pay to take a trail unless 
the deer are pretty tame, or you use a cowbell or horse. Where 
deer are plenty and you are well acquainted with the ground, It 
Is often better to let tracks alone, and hunt as you have done 
heretofore, to catch them up at feeding time, or standing around 
thickets during the day, or lying down. And this Is the course 
pursued by the beat hunters quite as often as tracking. They 
use the tracks only as a general gufde, and depend mainly upon 
the other advantages of the enow. But whichever you do there 
Bre some Important (gets to be constantly remembered, viz.: 
That, while snow enables you to see a deer more quickly than on 
bare ground, It also gives the deer precisely the same advantage 
over you; that, though snow deadens the tharpnui of sounds— 
dull sounds, like the crunch of dead or rotten sticks beneath the 
foot-may etui be heard by a deer, especially If lying down, at 
such a distance that It will send him flying before you get within 
sight of him; that when deep and dry It may grind under your 
loot,so as to make a new uolse quite aa bad as the sounds It 
hides, unless you work your foot down Into It, toe first; and that 
when stiff or crusty from thaw or rain It may-render still hunt¬ 
ing far more difficult than it waaon the dead leaves. In no respect 
must any of the caution needful on bare ground be relaxed In 
hunt ng on enow. But not only Is It a great pleasure to work up 
a trail, but where deer are scarce It Is almost Indispensable to 
success.

Editoh Chicago Field :-8!nce the adjournment of our leg¬ 
islature without making any appropriation for the establishment 
of 8eh hatcheries, the attention of our citizens has been turned 
to the importance of protecting the varieties native to our wa¬ 
ters, and also to the batching and Introduction of foreign fish by 
means of private enterprise. Fortunately our law makers passed 
some very good enactments for the protection of Ash within the 
waters of the state. Our people seem to be awake to the Im¬ 
portance of enforcing theBe, and no doubt a few years will see 
our streams sud lakes well stocked with game and edible fishes. 

Mr. James E. Warner, of this city, who has devoted a large 
amount of time and money to the study of fish culture, naa es¬ 
tablished a private flsh hatchery one mile from XT Cr ®^ H °P e * 
Cheatham county, about twenty-six miles from Nashville. 1 he 
location could not be Improved upon, being between two hills, 
at the head waters of one of the branches of Turnbull creek, 
where be has the advantages of a boiling spring, with a capacity 
of 300 gallons per minute, which gives a temperature of fifty- 
five degrees Fahrenheit, the year round to the adjacent waters. 

It would seem as though nature had Intended this place espec¬ 
ially for the purpose for which Mr. Warner Is using It, Its great 
natural advantages making a large saving in the amount of capi¬ 
tal required for the undertaking. 

The plans for Mr. Warner's fishery are complete, and all the 
worke necessary at the present stage of the project have been or 
are nearly completed. When complete, tne improvements will 
consist of a batcher—a small frame house ten by twelve feet, 
through which is conducted a three-inch stream of water in 
which the hatching boxes are placed and the work of hatch¬ 
ing cone through. The “ uursery ” is also In the hatchery. Ad¬ 
joining the hatchery, and below it, Is to be the three breeding 
pools of thirty feet square each, and below this two fish jionds 
of one-half an acre each, In which the fish will be placed after 
maturity, and seined for as demanded. ... 

The experiment as commenced is the purchase of one hundred 
thousand eggs, nearly one-half of which arc alrea«ly hatched. 
Tbeee are all of the brook trout and were purchased from Cale- 

Mn Warner will alBO commence the work of raising salmon 
and trout. In this climate the flsh reach maturity one year 
earlier than in New York and command the same price. Salmon 
mature earlier and sell much cheaper than brook trout, but grow 

larger aud faster. . .. , * 

The hatching boxes and nursery are painted, Inside and out, 
with tar, the eyes of the flsh being too weak, when flret hatched, 
to admit of any light whatever. Mr. Warner will shortly order 
a million shrimp to be placed in the breeding pools for food for 
the fish when they attain the age to enter the pools and have 
passed the age to subsist on liver. 

The methods of pisciculture are In the main alike In all prop¬ 
erly conducted establishments In both Europe and the United 
States, only small difference. In the means employed in the con¬ 
struction of hatching boxes causing any variation. In the natural 
Bpawning time of the brook trout, which variety Mr. Warner will 
make as bis special work, which Is from January to March, the 
female ascends the stream, digs down into the gravel and depos¬ 
its her eggs. The male goes over the eggs to “ milt ” or impreg¬ 
nate them. The female covers the eggs with gravel and they 
are left to themselves to hatch, or become the prey of 
other flsh or reptiles. The fish-farmer In order to secure 
the eggs at the proper season arranges blB ponds In Bucb 
a manner that places are left for spawning purposes, 
and when the flsh come to spawn they are trapped, and 
If found to be “ ripe,’’ that la, ready to spawn, the fish-farmer 
pa Uy fills a tin pan with pure spring water, over which be holds 
the male fish In his left hand, keeping the fish’s abdomen over 
the water, while with his right band he compressea the fish, and 
with his forefiDger gently presses out the milt. The female la 
then taken In hand and her eggs pressed ont the same way. This 
process, even under the most skillful handling and the speediest 
return of the fish to the water, Is quite exhausting, and Is fatal 
to three per cent, of the parent trout; the breaking off of three 
scales will result In the death of the fish. The eggs, after 
forty minutes contact with the milt, are transferred from 
the pan to the hatching boxes, and undergo the process of 
hatching, which varies In length from six weeka to two months. 

The batching boxes in the hatchery will be four In number, 
with a capacity of hatching one million four hundred thousand 
eggs. The boxes are eighteen by twenty Inches In size, twenty- 
four Inches in height, and to each Is made eighteen wire trays up¬ 
on which the eggs are placed. A deflector admitting five streams 
of water is placed at the bottom of the box, and by the force of 
the water the eggs are turned over and kept In motion. The 
eggs require watching dally, the removal of any dead ova, which 
may be known by the change of color, and the keeping of the 
boxes In a cleanly condition Is of the utmost Importance ; if one 
dead ova is left In the tray all eggs coming In contact with It are 
rendered unproductive. Great care haa to be taken with regard 
to the temperature of the water, but the teste made show the 
water of “ Boiling spring ” to be 55o at all seasons of the year. 
A6 has been stated, In this climate six weeks to two months Is 
necessary for the hatching. Just as soon as the young fish are 
hatched they are removed to troughs eight Inches wide and 
eighteen iDcheB In length, where they remain for thirty 
days,during which time they subsist on the contents of the 
egg sack which remains attached to the body. These 
troughs are called the nursery. From the nursery the little fish 
are removed to one of the breeding pools, thirty feet square, and 
fed on chopped liver. They remain here one year, when they 
are placed In a second pool of the same size to remain another 
year, and then taken to what Is known as the three-year-old pool 
and thence to the ponds. The brook trout egg isone-slxth of an 
Inch In diameter, when hatched the flsh Is one-half an Inch in 
length; at one month, nearly an Inch. At two years they begin 
to spawn, and at three years reach maturity about twelve to fif¬ 
teen inches In length and weigh about one pound. The per cent, 
of loss la hatching Is five, and the number of egga each female 
flab lays Is an average of five hundred. The eggs are worth four 
dollars a thousand, the flsh at one month old, eight dollars a 
thousand and eight dollars per thousand additional for each ad¬ 
ditional month. The eggs are shipped In damp fibers of moss 
and require the greatest care In packing for shipment. 

In order to encourage the breeding of fish Mr. Warner has 
made the following very liberal proposition; Ho will undertake 
the batching of any variety of fish eggs for any Individual, or 
persons, at the actual co»t of batching them, and as his hatchery 
has a capacity of over two million eggs, It would seem that he Is 
In a situation to help largely those of our citizens who desire to 
assist in the Increase of our fish supply. 

Mr. Warner has now at bis establishment between twenty and 
twenty-five thousand lively, handsome llttls minnows of the 
brook trout tribe that have grown to be nearly two Inches long.

SOME LATE SCIENTIFIC WORKS. 

Island Life.—Power of Movement In Plants.—Peabody 
Museum.—Arcbmology of Missouri.—Indiana Geology 

BT WILLIAM H08BA BALLOU. 

Island Lire.— Alfred Russel Wallace, the author of “ Island 
Life," la especially distinguished In this country for bis work on 
the “ Geographical Distribution of Animals," though his notes 
on North American species were often deplorably Incorrect. The 
present volume Is the result of four years’investigations in a 
similar line, and may be regarded aa supplementary to that work, 
though complete In itself. The flrBt natural attraction of the 
book Is Its great breadth, not only of thought but of subject mat¬ 
ter treated. Compressed In something over 500 8vo pages is a vast 
amount of systematically arranged material covering almost the 
entire Bcope of the dispersal of organisms, phenomena, laws and 
causes of the same, and a similar discussion of Insular faunas ana 
floras. Some of the facts presented are of especial lntereat to 
the readers of the Chicago FIbld: There are more striking ex¬ 
amples of extreme limitation of range among birds than “ani¬ 
mals. Among the former the osprey, barn owl, raven, and wil¬ 
low wren have perhaps the widest ranges. Six British birds are 
said to range to North America, three warblers, the plea wa B‘ 
tall, the bulflncb and one jsy. The world is divided Into six 
zoological regions, divisions, with some slight modifications sug¬ 
gested by Mr. P. L. Sclater twenty years ago: The PaltearclUt, in¬ 
cluding Europe with north temperate Africa and Asia; tne 
Ethiopian, comprising Africa south of the Sahara and Madagas¬ 
car; the Oriental, comprehending tropical Asia to the Philippines 
and Java; the Atutralian, containing Australia, Pacific Islands, 
Moluccas, etc.; the Nearctlc, or North America to Mexico; and 
the Neotropical, or Mexico, West Indies and South America. 

Evolution Is acknowledged as largely offering an explanation 
to geographical distribution. . , .. 

There are 53 species of birds on the Azores Islands, 57 on tne 
Galapagos, 47 on the Sandwich Islands, British Isles 180, Borneo 
and Java 400. The Philippines 288, Japanese Islands 105, Formosa 
51, Madagascar 100, the Seychelles fifteen (thirteen belonging to 
Madagascar), and the Celebes 203. New Zealand Is not given. 

Mr. Wallace makes some mistakes, two of which are noticeable: 
The coast line of the world Is given,with Indentations, as 110,000 
miles. I have data on hand, in an article ready for publication, 
which show6 the coast line of the United States alone to be over 
82,000 miles, with Indentations. Mr. Wallace Is enormously mis- 
taken. The cooet line of the globe, with indentation*. Is nearer 1,000,- 
000 than 100,000 miles. He gives the catbird caroUnciuu) 

and the bluebird (Sifia staffs), as migrants simply along our east 
coast, when In fact they are among the moat widely distributed 


Bpecles of this country. To be brief, this work should be In 
every student’s hands. It Is accompanied by maps and twenty- 
six Illustrations, and.Is replete In zoological, geological and bo¬ 
tanical Information.

Power ok Movement in Plants.— The study of movements 
of plants, though not entirely a new field of research, Is decidedly 
uovvl as offering sufficient data for a work the size of the one 
just produced by the Darwins. The results of experiments are al¬ 
ways peculiarly valuable. Tne work In hand Is rich In this re¬ 
spect. The following synoptical glance at Its contents will show 
to what a remarkable extent the authors conducted experiments, 
and how large a portion of an unexplored field was triumphantly 
Investigated: 

The clrcumuutatlng [revolution of plant tips to all points of 
the compass], movements of seedling plants. 

General considerations of the movements and growth of seed- 
llug plants. 

Sensitiveness of the apex of the radicle to contact and other 
Irritants. 

Clrcumuutatlng movements of several parts of mature plants. 
Modified clrcumuutatlon: Climbing plants; rising and falling 
movements In growth; Bleep movements and uses; sleep of coly- 
ledons; sleep movements of leaves; movements excited by light. 
Sensitiveness of plauts to light; ita transmitted effects. 
Movements excited by gravitation; sensitiveness to gravitation 
and its transmitted effects. 

By the above It will be noticed that the experiments conducted 
wi re novel and comprehensive. It was learned that apparently 
every part of a growing plant Is continually clrcumnutatlng, 
though ofteu on a small scale; this occurs, too, before the 
plant appears above ground. The great sweep of climbers results 
from an Increase of amplitude of movement. The ultimate posi¬ 
tion of leaves and other organs Is acquired by the clrcumnutatlng 
movement being luereased III some one direction. Leaves sleep 
at night, their blades assuming a vertical position In order to 
protect their upper surf ices from belngchllled through radiation. 
The movements of various organs to the light, so general through¬ 
out the vegetable kingdom, are modified forms of clrcumnuta- 
tion; as are also the movements of stems toward the zenith, and 
roots toward the center of the earth. Thus, by the above con¬ 
clusions reached, difficulties In the way of evolution are lo part 
removed. 

This Is a peculiar work, rather iu advance of the present scien¬ 
tific thought, but stamped with the genius and proficiency of the 
Darwins, its mtsslon, like that of the photophone, cannot be 
measured In full juat at tbla time.

Monday morning was bright and clear, with a fresh breeze 
from the northeast, which was a fair wind all the way to the 
buoy, enabling the boats to hold a straight course without tack¬ 
ing. At eleven o’clock the signal was given by the Commodore, 
and the fleet got off In the following order: Feeney Coblll 
Schuek, and Springer, and stood away toward the middle of the 
chauuel, 60 as to get the advantage of the strong ebb tide. For 
live minutes they were not more than fifty yards apart, the Fee¬ 
ney leading, but before they had goue a mile, the Springer had 
overhauled the Bcbuck and Cohlll, and took second place At 
the lower end of Smith's Island, the Cohlll regained her lost 
ground, and when off Gloucester Point, where the river widens 
and the water becomes rough, the old champion overhauled and 
passed to windward of the Feeney, and led the fleet, closely fol¬ 
lowed by the Springer. This position was kept by the Cohlll all 
the way to Chester buoy, a distance of upward of ten miles- but 
she was pressed bard by the Springer, and whan the old Champion 
rounded the buoy and hauled on the wind to flgbt her way home 
sgainst wlDd and tide, there was scarcely a quarter of a mile dlf 
ferencc between them. Both boats hugged in toward the .Jersev 
shore, so as to get out of the strong tide, which was rushing 
down tbe channel at the rate of four miles an hour.

“Breeder” Replies to Mr. Herzberg. 

London, Eno. 

EolTOR Chicaoo Fiki.I):— Mr. Herzberg attacks me again. I 
cannot say there Is any Improvement In him, as he seems to think 
there Islu me; glad should I be to think him right, but I cannot 
do so. Instead of an answer to my last letter, he now falls back 
upou reiterated repetition of that which has been disproved, and 
modifications of statements, which, In their entire state, condemn 
him. ’ 

Mr. Herzberg requotes the kennel lad’s letter and then re¬ 
marks: "Now we must believe that Rodgers (that Is the kennel 
lad) Is a perjurer, or that Breeder Is a malicious slanderer." Mr. 
Herzberg Is wrong; that is not the dilemma. The dilemma Is, 
that we must either believe Mr. LAverack or his kennel lad. 
That we are forced to, and as their statements are flat contradic¬ 
tions, one or the other Is wrong. If by asserting that Laverack 
Is right, I accuse the kennel lad of perjury, then It follows, that 
by asserting the kennel lad right, Mr. Herzberg accuses Laverack 
of perjury. It Is curious how the terms Mr. Herzberg’a flimsy 
assertions bestow upon me, recoil upon his owo head. He calls 
me a “malicious slanderer,” because I differ with him as to 
which statement to accept.

Mr. Robinson having a doubt 
(I take Mr. Herzberg’s word for It.) did not say so, but he did de¬ 
clare Emperor Fred by Tory, without doubt, and sold that dog's 
own sister as such. That Is proved by Mr. Robinson’s own let¬ 
ters which were quoted by Mr. Herzberg In your paper. 

Mr. Herzberg asks If I have seen the criticisms of Emperor 
Fred In the English sporting papers. I have seen them and agree 
with most of them. Mr. Herzberg assumes I have criticised Em¬ 
peror Fred, for the purpose, I suppose, of asserting lam a failure 
as a critic. Unfortunately for Mr. Herzberg I never criticised the 
dog at all, further than his forelegs, and those only as having 
reference to his sire. I perfectly agree In opinion with the judges 
who have lately given Fred honors; but neither they, nor I, ad¬ 
mire him for his forelegs, but In spite of them, i Mr. Herzberg 
calls him the best dog In England. Emperor Fred has met Re¬ 
mus and Count Wlnd’em, but only to come away well beaten. 
Besides, how a dog, without a reputation for NorR, can be the 
best In England, I cannot understand,nor would any one, except 
those who are trying to make money by such rash statements, 
make such an assertion. Measured my tbut great test value. 
Emperor Fred has his superiors Id hundreds of kennels. 

Mr. Herzberg thinks the late 6bows have proved that the 
Llewellln breed are not pre-eminent. No, he does not think so, 
he »ag» so. He knows that shows In themselves prove nothing. 
If he takes the records of field trials along with shows, he will 
find that the Llewe’.llo breed Is the only breed which can produce 
animals which can win high honors at both competitions; other 
breeds, crossed with the Laverack, have produced their one dog, 
and then have passed out of sight and mind, never repeating the 
success; that Is not the case with the Llewellln breed. It Is the 
only breed In England or America wblcb combines the double 
Victory lu the same specimens as a rule, not as an exception. 
Mr. Herzberg has no just grounds, therefore, for hie attempt to 
qualify the remark of Sirius, about Mr. Llewellln's breed, unless 
It happens that be cannot afford to admit the truth, after Invest¬ 
ing a few dollars In a Laverack setter. He thinks It unfair that 
I should assert that he attempts to pull down the high character 
of the Llewellln breed for the sake of bringing them to his own 
dog's low level. While he continues to do It 1 shall be “ unfair” 
enough and “coarse” enough to tell him of It. 

My reply to Mr. Herzberg should have been posted nearly a 
month ago, and I owe an apology to you, Mr. Editor, and to 
those who have been unfortunate enough to use Mr. Herzberg's 
stud dog while salllug under false colors. 

Mr. Heraberg quotes me; “ Breeder says, ‘ had Mr. Herzberg 
asked me with common ctvlltly, why I said Emperor Fred was by 
Tory, I should have been pleased to Inform him.’ Well, this is ] 
juicy; why, I knew more about It than Breeder.” 

I do not know what Mr. Heizberg means by "juicy." I know 
a good many American gentlemen who would be admitted Into 
any society; I do not think I have heard them use the term; I 
presume It means to express surprise that I should expect Mr. 
Herzberg to use " common civility ” at any time, especially when 
he knew more about It thaD I did. 

Mr. Herzberg gets more misty than ever, in his discourse on 
the terms “name,” “tl'le," “character,” aDd “reputation.” I 
dn not know whst he means, and I doubt much If he knows him¬ 
self. Thus assuming a superiority which does not fit him, he 
tells me to look lo the dictionary and I shall find that "ebarae- 
much more comprehensive word than “reputation.” 
Well, Dr. Johnson thought that “ reputation ” comprised " char¬ 
acter," etc., etc. Poor Dr. Johnson!

Instead of clearing himself, all* he has done has been to make the 
matter worse, and It now wears a very ugly appearance Indeed. 

No one knows more about Laverack and the true history of 
hla setters than you do, and I am perfectly ready to accept your 
opinion that Emperor Fred cannot be by Blue Prince; more than 
that, I know that Mr. Shirley the owner of a litter sister to this 
Emperor Fred, feels certain that they are by Tory. I have my 
own private theory as to the true breeding of Emperor Fred, but 
for the present shall retain It. 

To me the pedigree of this dog Is a matter of Indifference. I 
have no wish to use him, or any of the Laveracks of the day, 
kept as he Is, I presume, for shows only, and whose field merits 
I know nothing about. 

I may here say that the honorable feeling of that man is not of 
a very high order who has no scruples In publishing s private let¬ 
ter, written to him with the moat friendly Intentions, without so 
much sb having the decency to ask permission of the writer to 
publish It. 

I am glad for one reasou that the letter Is published because It 
exposes the stale of tplngs In the dog world, and the system 
which permits dog dealers, under the guise of being ex officio, to 
use the advantsge secured to them by their system, to puff 
Into false positions worthless dogs, and to misrepresent those 
that are really better. Nevertheless they will have their dupes 
as we have seen from the beginning. If people will be deceived 
let them; they have no one to thank but themselves. Whilst I 
am glad my letter Is published, that does not exonerate Mr. Rob- 
Insouandhls friend, Mr. Herzberg, for publishing it. Their

Tbe Cocker Spaniel Standard. 

New York. 

Editor Chicago Field; —Permit me to reply to a commu¬ 
nication from Mr. M. P. McKoon which recently appeared In 
print. This gentleman Is taking a good deal upon himself In the 
way of assuming that he atone Is correct In everything be haa 
done, whereas the whole or nearly all the trouble In connection 
with the scotching of the wheels of the Cocker Spaniel Club can 
be charged to his account. Firstly, he was the Instigator of the 
ridiculous cry against Mr. Geo. D. McDougall’s attempting to 
get the club together, and succeeded In so disgusting that gen¬ 
tleman by the accusations he made, that he withdrew his name as 
secretary pro tern. After the election of the committee the 
course of Mr. M. P. McKoon ran In the same grooves, and 
hts Insult to Mr. Moore caused that gentleman also to retire In 
disgust from the club. This committee, which we elected to 
frame a standard for our acceptance, dilly-dallied for one reason 
and another, losing the opportunity to give us extra prizes at 
New York, until at last a meeting was got together. At this 
meeting appeared Mr. M. P. McKoon, armed with three proxies, 
Mr. Geo. D. McDougall and Mr. J. Otis Fellows. The latter 
gentleman will not, I am sure, consider I am taking a liberty In 
saying that through an unfortunate accident he has lost his hear¬ 
ing, consequently the use of a slate la necessary, and at a meet¬ 
ing of this kind he Is placed at a great disadvantage. Here, 
then, we had one member voting four votes, so that no matter 
wbat the others might suggest It was Mr. M. P. McKoon and his 
three proxies that ruled the roast, and It was his production al¬ 
most entirely which was presented at, and so severely cut to 
pieces at the meeting of the club. 

I, as a club member, felt that the committee bad not done Its 
work properly, and considered the manner In which the standard 
had been forced upon us a direct violation of the trust we bad placed 
In the bauds of tbe committee, and I am sure the majority of 
the members will agree with me that we wanted something be¬ 
sides proxy votes ali held by one member. 

The opinion entertained by Mr. M. P. McKoon that he as a 
committee man had greater authority than tbe power which gave 
him office, Is so contrary to all rule and precedent, that no per¬ 
son of common sense will Indorse It. Were we as a club to ac¬ 
cept bis and his three proxy votes as greater than our voice In 
the matter? I guess not. 

The committee reported a fraction of tbe work Intrusted to 
them to arrange for us, and the members present received their 
report and proceeded, as all similar bodies do, to make such 
amendments as they considered necessary. I quite agree with 
the gentleman that the standard did come through this 
ordeal "In quite an acceptable form,” thanks to the sound sense 
of the gentlemen whom he calls “a small handful of the club who 
were certainly Incompetent to do snch work creditably.” What 
about the small handful of the committee, and the one man with 
the controlling power of three proxies In his pocket? 

As Instances of the competency of this four-vote majority, I 
mBy Bay that the standard reported provided for long ears, and 
the representative of the four votes fought this theory to the bit¬ 
ter end, saying, as an evidence of bis knowledge, that the ears 
should extend to the split of tbe nose. Let any member take 
the longest eared spaniel be knows, and see what kind of a 
monstrosity a dog with ears of this description would be. He 
also went In for long lege, voting against a cocker being short 
In tbe leg, and reached tbe crowning absurdity In glvlDg the fol¬ 
lowing description of the head; "Head (15) should be of 
medium length, with prominent brow rising from nose; nose 
broad and open; muzzle of medium length'and breadth." Could 
anything be more indefinite than that, and Is It not a good thing 
that the club exercised Its right to adopt a standard to lt« liking, 
and not the crude attempt recommended by the proxy vote*! 

Tbe question as to the exact wording of the adopted standard 
will doubtless be brought before and Investigated by tbe organi¬ 
zation commlitte, and I have nothing, as a private member, to 
aay pending such Inveetlgatlon. As to the threat of Mr. M. P. 
McKoon not to send In his two dollars unless he has bis way en¬ 
tirely, I certainly for one will Dot grieve over hla decision, as 
thereby we nuy secure tbe much-to-be-deslred harmony necessary 
to the welfare of the club. j Ag . Watson. 

Editor Chicago Field:— The committee on organization re¬ 
spectfully request the favor of space In your columns for an open 
letter, which Is also In part a reply to the communication of Mr. 
M. P. McKoon, which recently appeared In print. 


A letter from Mr. McKoon, dated May 14, and sent under 
oover to Mr. McDougall, was handed to our secretary. It began 
as follows: “I notice In Chicago Field tbe published standard 
constitution and by-laws of tbe American Cocker Spaniel Club, 
and I notice alterations In the standard aluce Its adoption by the 
club. Now, these errors must be publicly corrected by having 
the standard (only) republished with the errors corrected, or 
else we will be obliged to make an exposure of the thing, which 
would place those having It to copy after adoption In rather an 
embarrassing position before the public and general clubs. The 
errors I refer to are *•*##• Correct them and have 
them appear, by all means, In next Issue of Chicago Field. 
Not being present at the adoption of constitution and by-laws, I 
cannot speak of any errors that might have crept In them. * • 
* lam sorry, for your sake, any errors crept Into the standard, 
and you will have them corrected, of course,at tbe very first hour.” 

Our secretary objected to the tone of this communication, 
which Implied guilty falsification by him and oureelves, while the 
threat of exposure and direction to alter the published standard 
at Mr. McKoon’s dictation were, In his opinion, ungentlemanly 
and Dot a proper way to address the committee. Go his own 
responsibility, and.In order to facilitate matters, be returned Mr. 
McKoon’s letter, asking that the objectionable matter be elimi¬ 
nated, and It be returned to him as secretary of the committee 
having the matter In hand. Tbe committee desires to unquali¬ 
fiedly Indorse the action of Its secretary lu so reluming the letter 
for the reasons assigned, and It confidently appeals to the good 
sense of the members to support It. Iu reply to this letter of the 
secretary, the following communication was received: 

“Franklin, Del. Co., N. Y., May 19, 1881. 

" Jas. Watson :—Your Impertinent epistle is at hand. I have 
had about all the abuse from your hands I Intend to stand, per¬ 
sonal or other ways. I Inclose you again my letter calling for the 
standard the committee men made, or else the one the club 
adopted, and you better attend to It forthwith, If you do not 
want the whole world to collapse on you. I am not a great deal 
surprised at the tone of your epistle before me, as I never knew 
a singed snake but what, squirmed and 6lzzled as you do, but you 
will have a chance to squirm more If you don’t attend to this 
matter as you should. Your letter calls for the disgust and con¬ 
tempt of any decent man, and certainly of M. P. McKoon." 

We, as a committee, are at the service of any and every mem¬ 
ber of the club, when appealed to In a becoming manner, but we 
object, and shall continue to do so as long as we hold office, to 
recognize the subject matter of any letter which Is accompanied 
by Insinuations against our good faith, or personal abuse of the 
committee or its Individual members. We have declined to per¬ 
mit the secretary to lay the questions of errors In the standard, 
as set forth by Mr. McKoon, before us, not that wc are unwilling 
to investigate the matter and have any errors corrected, but be- 
because of the tone of Mr. McKoon’s letters, and we ask you to 
let us make the matter public In order that all may be able to 
form their own opinions as to whether oar action Is justifiable or 
not. 

To Mr. McKoon we have simply to say—present your request 
for Investigation with what you claim are errors, In a gentle¬ 
manly manner, and we will, as In duty bound, attend to It. 
Pending that, however, our secretary Is Instructed to cease cor¬ 
respondence with you.

The Heat Syntcia vs. the Point System. 

Elmwood, N. C. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Since Mr. Barlram declines my 
proposition for him to lead off, and substantiate by facts. If pos¬ 
sible, bis claim of the superiority of the heat over the point sys¬ 
tem, and Instead, challenges me to present my views first, I com¬ 
ply; Insisting, however, that all to be said by either, shall be 
confined to two letters each. 

My objections to tbe heat system are baBed upon wbat I saw 
during the running of the dogs at the Eastern Field Trials, in 
1879 and 1880. 

One objection Is, too much time must be consumed If the dogs 
are to be tested In a twenty-dog race, there must of necessity, 
be nineteen heats run to find the winner of first prize; and from 
twenty-two to twenty-eight heats In all, before the stake Is ruu 
out. This expenditure of time so fatigues the judges, that fre¬ 
quently, In order to facilitate matters, they award dogs winners 
of beats, who first find and point—a single point betog deemed 
sufficient. 

Tbe point system, unless there be ties, and they are run off, 
would end It In much less time. 

Another objection Is, the heavy handicaps. Two dogs go 
down; one’s forte lies Id picking up single birds In thick cover, 
brier patches, and the like; whilst the other excels on more open 
ground. It Is plainly evident which dog will win In that heat, 
according to the nature of tbe ground worked on. The slow 
cover dog will win on bis kind of ground, and vice verna. The 
problem to solve In the hests Is, which dog can find and 
point the quickest—that answered by a point or two, and you 
have the winner declared. 

Under the point system, the dogs would each have the oppor¬ 
tunity given them to make the same number of points. 

Another objection Is, compelling a dog who has run and won 
a heat, to meet a dog who has bad a “bye.” In other words, 
where a dog having run and won the first heat. Is called upon to 
contend against the odd dog In the stake—to meet a perfectly 
fresh dog. This Is putting him (as all advocates of the heat sys¬ 
tem proudly boast) on an “even footing,” with a vengeance. 

Another objection is (and It occurs only too often) the 
slaughtering of A1 dogs. Too frequently, the very beet dogs In 
the stake are drawn to run against each other; one of which, In 
every heat, must necessarily be beaten; and, should tbe winner 
also get defeated, the first dog Is entirely shut out of the race. 

To Illustrate: The twcrCest doge In the stake are drawn and 
run against eaoh other; they arc so evenly matched that the 
judges cannot choose between them. Their work Is quite per¬ 
fect. 8o close Is It that hours are spent before a decision can be 
arrived at, and then It Is only reached by an accident. This 
work Is far ahead of all other performers, and Is pronounced de¬ 
cidedly the best seen at the trials durlDg tbe meeting. Under 
the point system the dogs would have scored ninety-seven and 
ninety-eight out of a possible 100, and would have won over all 
competitors. These dogs would have won first and second. 
Now mark the difference. The winner of that beat when called 
upon to repeat hla performance Is found to be feverish, dull and 
out of form. He Is beaten by, perhaps, only an ordinary dog, who 
also may be ent down In turn, and so ends all hope for either of 
these fino dogs to get a place. 

I am proud to say such a thing cannot occur under the point 
system, and regret to add that it Is a disgrace to our maubood 
to allow It to happen at all. Another objection (a serious one, 
too) 1 b the utter Impossibility of keeping the dogs up to form 
when repeating these heats. The majority of hlgbly-bred dogs
